FORMER TEXAN 
DIES IN CANADA 


Buffalo, N. Y. Editor Is 
Victim of Drowning 
Lived in Denton. 


Last 
Sunday 
morning 
Messenger 
editor received the sad intelligence of 
the tragic death of an old friend, A. 
Grif. Dawson, form er newspaper w rit­ 
er on Texas publications, but for a 
number of years prominent 
iii the 
work in Buffalo, N. Y., being editor 
of the Buffalo Record. 
While taking 
a vacation in Canada he was drowned. 
The 
remains, 
accomnnied 
by 
Mrs. 
Dawson, were brought to Fort W orth, 
where funeral services and interm ent 
were held. 
Dawson was a resident of 
Denton in the days of his young man­ 
hood ; a handsome fellow, welI educat­ 
ed. and in manner, a Chesterfield. He 
was a member of one of the most 
prominent and influential fam ilies in 
Denton county, grandfather. Col. Grif­ 
fith, bring one of the pioneer citizens 
of the town. 
Soon after reaching bis 
m ajority, Grif “qualified” as a law­ 
yer ; then lie decided to go into the 
newspaper game. 
At th at time, this 
w riter 
was passing thru 
the first 
stages of cub reporter and printer on 
the Denton Monitor, and the first as­ 
signment given Dawson as reporter 
by bis employer. Jim W illiams, editor 
of the Denton Chronicle, a product of 
the New York Herald, under the great 
Jam es Gordon Bennett, was a celebra­ 
tion featured by a ball game at San­ 
ger. 
We were there, representing the 
Monitor, and Grif was on hand early 
to get a big write-up for the Chronicle. 
Believe we drove over to Sanger in the 
same buggy. 
Along iii tile afternoon, 
when the ball game was at it$4 heighth, 
and the hundreds of i>eoplo were yell­ 
ing and [Respiring copiously on the 
side lines of the playing field, Grif 
approached us. 
and with I leads of 
sweat popping out on his forehead and 
racing in little rivulets down his hand­ 
some face, 
he exploded 
this 
one: 
“Dick, help me out of this mess. 
I 
have lost my notes on the picnic and 
this ball game and two good-looking 
girls here from Gainesville have in£ 
up in th(> air.” 
We jollied him about 
mixing girls and games, and candy 
and newspaper copy, and there on the 
sun-baked ground we sat down and 
fixed up a batell of reports on the 
big celebration. 
It was Grifts first 
try-out at the game. 
He afterw ards 
became one of the best and most en­ 
tertaining w riters in the state. 
For 
years he was in charge of the Fort 
Worth branch of the Dallas News; 
afterw ards he was connected with the 
Fort W orth Star. 
Some years later 
he went to Buffalo. N. Y.. and took 
over the editorship of the Record. 
Dawson was a good and honorable 
fellow: sm art, affable: had a strong 
personality, and one of the most dis- 
linguished-looking 
fellows 
we 
have 
ever known. 
His wife is a sister of 
Sidney 
Samuels, 
a 
prominent 
Fort 
Worth attorney.

and feed crop is indicated; tile cotton 
crop forecast a splendid yield and the 
country visited generally speaking has 
lieen rehabilitated by the use of fe r­ 
tilizer. 
Most cotton fields of th at sec­ 
tion of many years back have lieen 
reduced to patches, so to speak. Small 
acreage only is devoted to cotton, bal­ 
ance to grain, feed stu ff and other 
products used in tile home. 
Dairying 
hog raising, poultry, etc., is quite an 
industry and upon tin* whole the coun­ 
try 
is quito prosperous. 
Crops of 
Cotton from 3. 5, 8 and IO acres pre­ 
vail ; 15 acres to cotton is regarded a 
big cotton crop and often produces 30 
bales—fertilizer is used alm ost uni­ 
versally. 
Boll 
weevils are not In evidence 
where small cotton crops abound and 
fertilizer is used heavily. 
Mr. Morris 
says it is quite interesting to note im­ 
proved 
conditions 
generally 
iii the 
country where lie was brought up. 
much 
advancement bad 
been made 
over his form er annual visits. 
He re­ 
turns to Chico enthused in the fact 
that tin* section around 
Chico, and 
Wise county in generis!, may lie made 
as good as any part of the Lord’s foot 
stool. 
All conditions are met right 
here in Wonderful Wise to make it 
t ho garden spot of the country. 
All

is necessary is to apply the 
proper agricultural methods and util­ 
ize the wonderful resources th at are 
available.—Chico Review.

THE DELINQUENT TAX LAW 


The legislative investigation 
com­ 
mittee has revealed the fact that at­ 
torneys and officials have, In some in­ 
stances. made small fortunes as result: 
of the delinquent tax law th at has 
resulted in suits all over this state 
where the citizen had no show other 
than to come up and pay or enter 
court with not bing hut a clear con­ 
science and the knowledge that they 
had at no time refused to pay their 
tax. 


We make no reference to tax known 
to he delinquent, hut refer to that 
unjust program of “digging” up musty 
records of a generation gone and if a 
clear tax record not found or not 
where the citizen could find it then 
enter suit. 
Usually this was done by contract­ 
ing with some attorney, abstract firm 
or others on a percentage basis. 
And 
people long in peaceable posesslon of 
property were hauled in and made to 
pay or forced to fight a suit in court 
With nothing hut a clear conviction 
th at “Dad” or “Grandad” paid their 
tax regularly to support them. 
That some property had not escaped 
taxation we do not begin to argue. 
But that many people who were care­ 
ful and cautious about paying their 
tax were abused we positively assert. 
The desire for money has led men 
into forbidden via.tbs since time began, 
so far a s the record show's. 
However, 
there is a moans iii hand for curing 
a lot of injustices in this country if 
only th o people will acq u a in t 
t h e m ­ 
selves w i t h t h o facts a n d d e m a n d re­ 
lief. 
There 
will 
he 
recommendations 
made to the next legislature and next 
year a new set of legislators are to 
lie elected. 
It is wonderfully more 
important to know what ti candidate 
for the legislature Avon Id do on a three 
million dollar bond issue than to know 
what he thinks a boul tv izzard E vans. 
Frank Norris or Bishop Cannon. 
It is decidedly more imjxirtant to 
know his manner of conduct in busi­ 


ness life than to know w hat Pope 
Pius IX said in 1942. 
In fact, Tom Love’s idea of Tam­ 
many H all in New York or B arry 
M illers conception of Mrs. Hoover’s 
inviting Mrs. DePriest to lunch is not 
as a (fired important, down here in 
Texas as the way we are taxed and 
the way we are treated about this 
m atter of taxation th at feeds the faces 
and bulges the pockets sometimes of 
those who tax us. 
There are lots of good men in office. 
But w e want more 
good men and 
fewer of those who think up fights to 
pull to get us scrapping while they 
put a few little things over. 
If that gang m ust scrap there is 
lots of room in Texas without we who 
need no “vindication” and w ant no 
office getting in. 
Besides, when thieves fall out and 
fight among themselves honest men' 
sometimes get their dues. 
But breth­ 
ren—th a t seldom conies by doing their 
fighting for 
them.—Greenville 
Mes­ 
senger.
